Claim 7 is cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
provided factual evidence that a composition comprising 8-hydroxyquinoline and zinc bonded to 
the 8-hydroxyquinoline is effective in the treatment of epithelial lesions. Prior to Applicant's 
invention, the known use of 8-hydroxyquinoline was as an antimicrobial agent, fungistat, and 
disinfectant. Accordingly, Applicant's arguments are persuasive to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 103 
rejection set forth in the previous Office Action because Applicant has demonstrated a result 
(treatment of epithelial lesions) that would not have been expected based on the prior art 
disclosure of 8-hydroxyquinoline as an antimicrobial agent.
